CAMPAIGNERS SAY BENEFITS PAYMENT SCHEME IS ‘DEGRADING’ 


Campaigners angry at the 
way disabled and seriously ill 
people are assessed for ben¬ 
efits protest outside North¬ 
ampton’s Job Centre Plus 
offices this week. 

More than 40 people carrying 
placards - with slogans such 
as “this is a crime scene” and 
“cut to the bone” - aired their 
feelings about the controver¬ 
sial Work Capability Assess¬ 
ment introduced a year ago. 

Many are angry about 
the way Atos, the company 
currently contracted by the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP) to carry 
out the assessment, decides 
whether claimants are eligible 
for Employment and Support 
Allowance. 

The money is available for 
people who are ill or disabled, 
although many protesters la¬ 
belled the eligibility criteria 
as ’degrading’ and ‘criminal’. 

Organiser Bianca Todd, 
speaker for the new political 


party, Left Unity, said people 
were being ‘left to die’ because 
of strict point tick-box assess¬ 
ments. “Just because the Gov¬ 
ernment doesn’t have guns, it 
doesn’t mean they aren’t kill¬ 
ing us,” she said. 

“We are not having a go at 
the Atos and Jobcentre staff 
[at the protest], this is about 
what they are being pushed in¬ 
to, having to assess their fel¬ 
low human beings.” 

Applicants for the benefits 
must take part in a 17-section 
assessment. Those scoring 
fewer than 15 points will have 
their money stopped. 

Chris Kinsey’s 43-year-old 
daughter, who she did not 
wish to name, lives in a care 
home and is currently await¬ 
ing a decision the assessment, 
they completed last August. 

She said: “If the assessment 
says she can work she will not 
be entitled to stay in her care 
home. I haven’t slept through 
the night for ages, it’s affecting 
my work as well.”

50 jobs to be created at 
new Carlsberg centre 


Carlsberg UK is planning to 
double the size of its ware¬ 
house and distribution op¬ 
eration by moving to a new 
Northampton site, creating 
50newjobs, 

A planning proposal has been 
submitted to Northampton 
Borough Council revealing the 
new site will be on land near 
the Brackmills Point scheme, 
south of Bedford Road. 

It is understood that 
Carlsberg wants to invest £35 
million in the site and the plan 
would see all existing employ¬ 
ees at Swan Valley industrial 
estate and Kings Heath in¬ 
dustrial estate move to the 
new site, although there is no 
planned impact on the Bridge 
Street brewery site. 

The new unitwill also cre¬ 
ate 50 new jobs. 

A planning document, 
put together by estate agents, 
Savills, said: “The occupier 
has confirmed that the pro¬ 
posed development will di¬ 
rectly create approximately 


50 new full-time equivalent 
jobs and will safeguard 180 
jobs from existing distribu¬ 
tion operations, which will 
be relocated to the site. 

“Indirect jobs will be sup¬ 
ported by the spending on 
goods, supplies and services 
by Carlsberg with firms within 
the surrounding area. 

“The spending of wag¬ 
es, both by employees of 
Carlsberg and of the local 
firms supplying goods to the 
company, will also support 
indirect employment in lo¬ 
cal shops, services and other 
firms.” 

The existing capacity at the 
current national distribution 
centre at Swan Valley indus¬ 
trial estate is limited to 24,000 
pallets. 

However, the new site 
would enable Carlsberg to 
double that capacity. 

A Carlsberg UK spokes¬ 
man said the proposal, which 
remains subject to Carlsberg 
Group board approval and 
Roxhill Developments secur¬ 


ing planning permission for 
their site, aims to increase 
how much beer it can distrib¬ 
ute. 

He said: “The development 
would allow us to overcome 
capacity issues at Swan Valley 
and Heathfield Way, create 
local employment opportu¬ 
nities and ultimately under¬ 
lines our long-standing and 
successful commitment to 
Northampton where many of

County domestic 
violence arrests 
lowest in UK’ 


Northamptonshire Police has 
the lowest arrest rate for 
domestic abuse-related 
crimes in the country, an in¬ 
dependent inspection report 
has revealed. 

In a report published today 
by HM Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC), it 
states the county’s police 
force has some “pockets of 
good practice”, but there were 
some important areas where 
improvement was needed to 
reduce the risk to domestic 
violence abuse victims. 

The inspection found that 
for every 100 domestic abuse 
crimes recorded, there were 43 
arrests in Northamptonshire. 
For most forces the number 
was between 45 and 90. 

In Northamptonshire, 
domestic abuse accounts for 


six per cent of calls to the police 
for assistance; of these calls 
20 per cent were from repeat 
victims. 

Domestic abuse accounts 
for eight per cent of all recorded 
crime. The force also recorded 
3,657 assaults with injury; 
of these 1,261 were domestic 
abuse related. This was 34 per 
cent of all assaults with injury 
recorded for the 12 months to 
end of August 2013. 

HM Inspector of Constab¬ 
ulary for the Eastern Region, 
Zoe Billingham, said: “Tackling 
domestic abuse is a priority for 
the police and crime commis¬ 
sioner and the chief constable 
in Northamptonshire. Officers 
and staff understand the im¬ 
portance of their role in safe¬ 
guarding victims of abuse and 
are particularly aware of the 
need to ensure that any chil-

Northamptonshire recorded 3,685 
domestic abuse-related crimes 
for the 12 months to the end of 
August 2013 and of these crimes, 12 
per cent resulted in a charge, five 
per cent resulted in a caution and 
one per cent had an out-of-court 
disposal. 

On August 31,2013, Northampton¬ 
shire had 68 active Domestic Abuse 
cases; 32 per cent were high risk, 

37 per cent were 

medium risk and 31 per cent were 
standard risk. 

The force also recorded 763 sexual 
offences. Of these 99, or 13 per 
cent, were domestic abuse related.

A teacher who saved the life 
of a toddler from drowning at 
Billing Aquadrome has been 
presented with a national first 
aid award.

Vet experts work on 
dog disease cure

The chief veterinary officer in 
the U K has told a N orthampton 
MP an investigation into the 
cause of a fatal disease which 
has caused the death of a dog 
in the county, is being led by 
some of the best vets in the 
country. 

Conservative MP for 
Northampton North, Michael 
Ellis, wrote to Environment 
Minister Owen Paterson 
asking for him to treat 
concerns about the spread of 
a fatal dog disease - similar 
to the deadly Alabama Rot 
- in Northamptonshire as a 
“matter of priority”. 

In his letter, Mr Ellis said 
his constituents and many 
dog owners across the country 
were very concerned about 
the spread of the disease. 

In a response from Nigel 
Gibbens, chief veterinary 
officer, it stated the 
disease had been classified 
as Canine Cutaneous 
Glomerular Vasculopathy 
(CCGV) and cases had been 
restricted to dogs walked in

woodland areas. 

Mr Gibbens said: “One of 
the issues with new diseases 
like this is determining 
which presentations are truly 
examples of it and which are 
not, so we can understand the 
real extent of the problem. The 
private vet overseeing much 
of the investigative work has 
suggested criteria for “case 
definition” that sets out the 
essential characteristics 
for a particular case to be 
considered as CCGV. 

“This will give us a much 
better understanding of 
the numbers and locations 
of dogs with the specific 


syndrome and allow further 
investigations into risk factors 
and possible causes. 

Mr Gibbens said that 
despite extensive and 
continuing investigation, 
a cause for the clinical and 
pathological syndrome had 
not yet been found. 

He said: “Investigation 
is being led by small animal 
expert vets and the renowned 
research centre The Animal 
Health Trust in Newmarket. 

“My officials are in regular 
contact with these experts 
and are able to support the 
investigatory work being 
done.”

“The 
current site at Moulton Park 


will allow us to expand and 
meet our requirements. 

“The announcement that 
Nationwide will carry out an 
extensive refurbishment of 
the existing headquarters in 
Moulton Park is good news for 


the staff working there,” she 
added. 

Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh, leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, welcomed 
the announcement, saying: “It

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Social services 
‘needs to change’ 
to help hospitals 


Beds are often being blocked 
in Northamptonshire 
hospitals because social 
services cannot take adult 
referrals at weekends, 
according to the opposition 
leader at County Hall. 

The Labour group on 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said more money 
needed to be allocated for 
extra staff to assess patients 
in evenings and at weekends 
so they can be discharged 
quicker. 

Councillor Mary Butcher 
(Lab, Oakley) said: “It’s about 
speeding the process up. 

“Hospitals are very keen 
to allow people to leave as 
soon as they’re able to free up 
capacity.

“Older patients have to 
be assessed by adult social 
services. 

“However assessors 
don’t work weekends and it 
often means patients are in 
hospital days longer than they 
need.” 

She said Labour would 


like to see £869,000 spent 
on upgrading the service, 
paid for by cutting £1 million 
from the Northamptonshire 
Enterprise Partnership 
(NEP). 

However, Councillor Robin 
Brown, the cabinet member 
for health, said he did not 
believe the proposal would 
help enough bed blockers to 
be worthwhile. 

He said: “A joint approach 
between the council and 
the NHS, which we are 
implementing, is a far better 
way. 

“What the Labour group 
are suggesting would see only 
those eligible for social care 
get 24-hour assessments. 
The joint approach will make 
it smoother for self-funders 
too.”

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Race bosses in plea to 
PM over Welsh cash 



MotoGP 


Silverstone bosses have writ¬ 
ten to the Prime Minister after 
fears millions of state money 
could be spent on a rival rac¬ 
ing circuit in remote Wales. 

The Heads of the Valleys Com¬ 
pany is seeking £30 million of 
funding from the Welsh As¬ 
sembly to build a track in 
Blaenau, Gwent. 

But in a statement released 
by Silverstone Circuits Lim¬ 
ited, which runs the North¬ 
amptonshire race track, it is 
claimed funding would give 
the Circuit of Wales an unfair 
advantage, when competing 
against private racetracks for 
events. 

Heads of the Valleys has al¬ 
ready expressed an interest in 
bidding for the British Moto 
GP event, currently held in Sil¬ 
verstone in August. 

Silverstone’s managing di¬ 
rector, Richard Phillips, has 
written to David Cameron, 
requesting confirmation that 
the UK government is not con¬ 
sidering financial support for 
the project. 

The statement read: “Sil¬ 


verstone has been advised 
that an injection of funds by 
the Welsh and/or UK govern¬ 
ments to the Circuit of Wales 
project could amount to illegal 
state aid, as a transfer of state 
resources would give Circuit 
of Wales an economic and se¬ 
lective advantage over other 
circuits. 

“There are currently a 
number of well-established, 
privately-funded circuits in 
the UK, including Wales, that 
feel the British motor sport in¬ 
dustry would be threatened by 
the addition of a government- 
funded circuit.” 

Silverstone Circuits added 


that it is “fully supportive” of 
regeneration projects. 

But when the company 
was looking for financial sup¬ 
port from the Government to 
keep the British Grand Prix in 
Northamptonshire, its appli¬ 
cation was denied on the basis 
such a bid would be classed as 
Illegal state aid’. 

Silverstone had to sell off 
assets to ensure it kept the big¬ 
gest event in the UK motor rac¬ 
ing calendar. 

Heads of the Valleys be¬ 
lieves the project is worthy of 
state funding because it would 
regenerate the Ebbw Vale area 
of south Wales.

bus station’ say pensioners initiative 



Calls have been made to scrap 
the 20p charge at the North 
Gate bus station by the bor¬ 
ough council’s pensioners 
forum. 

Since the new £7million sta¬ 
tion opened, several bus serv¬ 
ice users have voiced anger at 
having to pay to use the toilet 
facilities. 

Nowthe Northampton Pen¬ 
sioner Forum, which holds 
bi-monthly meetings at the 
Guildhall to discuss issues 
facing the town’s older popula¬ 
tion, says it wants the borough 
council to consider removing 
the pay machine turnstiles. 

Former mayor of North¬ 
ampton, John Rawlings, said: 
“Bearing in mind a large pop¬ 
ulation of bus users are eld¬ 
erly people who have weaker 
bladders, they then have to 
find 2op. 

“I think it would be useful 
to raise some sort of protest.” 

Chairman of the forum, 


Roger Rumsey, said the forum 
would look to invite borough 
council representatives to fu¬ 
ture meetings to discuss the 
matter. 

He suggested nearby busi¬ 


nesses could open up facili¬ 
ties to the public in return 
for a sum of money from the 
council. 

A borough council spokes¬ 
man said there were no plans 


to remove the charge: “When 
planning the new North Gate 
bus station we took into ac¬ 
count feedback from Greyfri- 
ar s’ users and they told us they 
wanted clean, modern toilet 


facilities that were well-main¬ 
tained and not vandalised.” 

He added. “In common 
with other transport hubs, the 
only way we can afford to pro¬ 
vide that is by charging 2op.”

Adebayo Akinfenwa has 
confirmed the Cobblers had 
‘tried hard’ to re-sign him on 
loan deadline day and that he 
still has a ‘crazy amount of 
love’for the club.
